dead in the act. 
Newman, who is the 
only one living of the trio is held for 
murder. 
He claims he and Swearinger 
were land oflScers from Mississippi.

A BIG BLAZE. 
A HEARTY WELCOME 


An Ohio Town is Almost Wiped out of 
Existence h j the Fiery 
Element. 


To be Tendered the Manmee Monumen- 
tal Association Yisitors Friday 
ETening. 


LIUA, Ohio, Sept. 7.—A fire broke out 
at Rawson, a town of about 1,000 inhab- 
itants, northeast of this city, yesterday, I 
and thirty-five houaea together with a | 
grain elevator and a number of stables 
were destroyed. 
The Lake Erie and | 
Western railroad track was burned so 
that iransportation was delayed. 
The 
loss is estimated at $75,000 or $100,000. 
All the town south of the railroad was 
destroyed. 


A TO UNA DO. 


Gets in its Work Near Toledo, Ohio, 
and Does Considerable 
Damaiire. 


TOLEDO, Sept. 7.—About 6 o'clock p. 
m. yesterday a tornado which originated 
near Adrian, 
Michigan, passed four 
miles west of this city, and first struck 
the tri state fair grounds, and prostrated 
the tenta belonging to the shows, etc., 
then went south, in a track 100 yard 
wide, prostrating 
trees, 
fences, and 
reaching the new Northwestern Asylum, 
badly injuring the slate roofs of the vari- 
ous buiidings. 
The long brick covered 
way connecting the hospital with the 
dinning building was prostrated for over 
100 feet. The large central buildings 
received the most damage, tall brick 
chimneys being blown down and in their 
fall crushed in about half the roof. Tor- 
rents of rain accompanied the tornado. 
The damage at the asylum is estimated 
at about $8,000. 


The tornado which visited this sec- 
tion, originated in southern 
Michigan, 
It first struck Sylvania, a village ten 
miles nortli of Toledo, Ohio, blowing 
down two gas well derricks and the boil- 
er off of a iirm brick foundation. 
Three 
horses in a woods pasture were killed by 
falling trees. 


The brick school house at Michie was 
destroyed. The track of the tornado was 
south by east from here, along the line 
of the Toledo and Ohio Central rail- 
road track can be followed as far as 
the 
eye can 
reach. 
It 
is 
from 
one 
to two hundred 
yards 
wide 
No fences nor tall trees are standing in 
this track. Corn is scattered and houses 
and barns are unroofed for miles. 
At 
Waterville and other villiages to the 
southward there is much injury done. 
The total damage will foot up many 
thousands of dollars. 
No loss of life is 
reported, but many escapes are narrated. 
The rumors that 
the Insane asylum 
here is destroyed is falne. 
The slate 
roofs of a number 
of 
the 
build- 
ings is badly damaged and the towering 
chimneys of tbe main 
building 
were 
blown down, crushing the room in. The 
total loss to the asylum is about 83,000. 
The Wabash train met the center of the 
tornano and the smoke stack of the lo- 
comotive was carried off. Dr. Emburry, 
the assistant superintendent of the asy- 
lum, was driving into the grounds at the 
time, and his wife and little girl being 
with him, the Imggy was overturned 
and all were thrown out. The doctor 
held on to the horse, which, with the 
vehicle, was lifted and curried several 
rods. 
His wife and child were carried 
over a hundred feet and dropped into a 
ditch in two feet of water, where they 
were rescued. 
None of the three were 
hurt.

Her builders predict three and 
ja half days of passage, while a more 
conservative view holds that four days 
will be roquired to make the trip across 
the ocean.

A BULLETIN of the United 
States 
Fish Commission, just issued, gives the 
following account of the killing of 4 
man by a swo^^i fish: "The schooner 
Venus is a small vessel of about twelve 
tons, engaged in the general fisheries 
ofi" the coast of Massachusetts. 
On 
Monday morning Capt. Langford sailed 
from home iu pursuit of sword fish. 
About 11 a. m., when eight miles north- 
east from Halibut Point, in Ipswich 
Bay, a fish was seen. 
The Captain, 
with one man, taking a dory, gave chase 
and soon harpooned the fish, throwing 
over a buoy with a line attached to the 
harpoon, after which tho fish was left 
and they returned to the vessel for din- 
ner. 
About an hour later the Captain, 
with one man, again took his dory and 
went out to secure the 
fish. 
Picking 
ui> the buoy, Capt. Langford took hold 
of the line, pulling his boat toward the 
sword fish, which was quite large and 
not badly wounded. 
The line was 
tant as the boat neared the fish, which 
tho Captain intended to lance and thus 
kill it. 
When near the fish, but too 
far away to reach it w^ith the lance, it 
quickly turned and rushed at and under 
the b )at, thrusting its sword up through 
the bottom of the boat twenty-three 
inches. 
As the fish turned and rushed 
toward the boat the line was suddenly 
slacked, causijig the Captain to fall 
over on his back, and while he was in 
the act of rising, the sword came pierc- 
ing through the boat and into his body. 
At this time another sword fish was in 
sight near by, and the Captain, excited 
and anxious to secure both, raised him- 
self up, not knowing that he was 
wounded. 
Seeing the sword, be seized 
it, exclaiming: 
'We've got him any- 
way !' 
He lay in the bottom of the 
dory, holding fast to the sword until 
his vessel came alongside, while the 
fish, biiing uiider tlie boat, could not be 
readied. 
Soon the Captain said: 
*I 
think I am hurt, and quite badly.' 
W^hen the vessel arrived he went on 
board, took a few steps and fell, never 
rising again. 
The l>oat and fish were 
soon hoisted on board, when the sword 
was chopped off to free the boat, and 
the fish was killed on the deck of the 
vessel. 
The fish weighed 245 pounds 
after its head and tail were cut oft" and 
the viscera removed; when alive it 
weighed something over 300 pounds. 
Ca))t. Langford survived the injury 
a)K)ul flirco flavH "

ThE Inman Line will soon have ready 
and plying between New York and 
Great Britain a steamship which will 
be a very leviathan of the deep, says a 
New York paper. The company has 
contracted with Laird Brothers, of 
Birkenhead, for a vessel of steel, with 
triple expansion engines and twin 
screws. The builders have guaranteed 
that she shall surpass in speed any- 
thing now afloat Her dimensions w ^ 
be: Length over all, 500feet; beam, 
62 feet; depth of hold, 43 feet; 17,000 
horse power, 8,500 tons register. Thus, 
with the exception of the Great East- 
ern, the new Inman vessel will be the 
biggest in the world and the fastest if 
promises are kept 
Her great beam 
will give an opportunity for large deck 
saloons. 
Her large passenger capaci- 
ty, it is intended, shall be fitted up for 
only 350 first-class passenger», so as to 
insure the highest degree of comfor*! 
obtainable while aiioat 
She will bo 
delivered in the early spring of 1888 
and 
she 
will CDst, approximately, 
$2,000,000. 
The new ship will be, in 
other respects, a striking departure 
from the prevailing models. 
The pro- 
portions of her length to beam will be 
much less than is that of any of the 
existing ocean racers. 


IT may not be generally known that 
Immediately south of Kansas and Colo- 
rado, north of Texas and bounded by 
the Indian Territory on the east and 
New Mexico on the west, is a body of 
land containing 5,7(>L square miles, 
knwvn as "No Man's Land," "the pub- 
lic land strip," or "Neutral Strip." 
This strip being in no State or Terri- 
tory, has no government, neither law 
nor courts, except such as those who 
live upon it have improvised. 
Why 
such a fertile domain has been over- 
looked or sull'ered to remain in an alien 
condition it would be difficult to divine. 
The land is said to be as fertile as the 
best in Kansas. 
Tho climate is pro- 
nounced superb, and the products have 
a wide range, including everything 
from corn to cotton. 
This "No Man's 
Land" is well watore<l, the streams are 
numerous, beautiful, and clear. Towns 
have already been laid out, and tho 
following are named: Beavtsr, Ben- 
ton, Alpine. Clear Lake, Rothwell, 
Boyd, Gra id Valley, Fulton Springs, 
Neutral City, Eagle City, Hardesty, 
Optima, and Mineral Citv. 
The arable 
area of this strip, is sufficient for more 
' than 20,000 farms of 160 each. 
It has 
a larg.T area than either Rhode Island, 
De aAare, or Connecticut—has more 
farming land, and can support a larger 
population than the States named all 
combined.

Glimpses of the Bidienlons. 


In all tbe learned professions, ex 
cept perhaps the chuich, a ready wit ia 
often quite as useful as a profound 
knowledge, and for worldly success and 
popularity it is perhaps even more so. 
A ready tongue will often save the 
medical man from a display of ignorance 
or prevent bim from giving an opinion 
j-rematurely ou a doubtful case. 
To 
tlie politician it is of almost absolute 
necessity, and many a telling speech 
has been defeated of its aim by a 
timely joke, while a barrister may often 
put a jury in good temper and perhaps 
even win a case by a little well-timed 
plea.santry. 
}»ut to the schoolmaster 
it is of the greatest importance, for 
there are no keener critics and no 
audience more ready to turn everything 
to ridicule than a class of schoolboys. 
Once let them 
discover that their 
master does not see a joke, or has a 
sense of humor infei*ior to their own, 
and his task of winning their respect 
will become of tenfold diificulty. 
If 
their master can be made to appear 
ridiculous his iniiuence is forever gone. 
The unfortunate French master is a 
good example of this, for be he ever 
so good a teacher and ever so firm, his 
foreign accent has a ridiculous sound 
to the boys' ears, and it, together with 
a somewhat different idea of a joke, 
makes his task of kee])ing order and 
winning the respect of his class almost 
a hopeless one. 
On the other hand, 
boys dread ridicule more than even the 
cane, and tihe knowledge that theif 
master has a sharp tongue and can 
readily turn the lauiL^b against them- 
selves has more power than unlimited 
punishments. 


Such a po^ver had a late well-known 
schoolmaster in one of our large pro- 
vincial towns, and many are the stories 
told of his keen sense of ridicule and 
liis power of ready repartee. 


One ¡irst of April, while walking 
through one of the suburbs, a passing 
carter called out to him: 


"I say. (love'nor, thee's shoestring's 
untied." 


Tlie man of learning looked down at 
his foot, to the delight of the carter, 
who with a niJe laugh called him an 
April fool. 
The .schoolmaster, how- 
ever, api)eared rather pleased than 
otherwise at Ih.- man's pleasantry, and 
remarked that he liked to see old cus- 
toms kept uj). 


"I always make it a rule," said he to 
the carter, "to <.,'i\e half a crown to 
the iirtjt one wIjo makes an April fool 
of Die, so just fonie up with me to my 
house." 


Tht! cHrtt;r, with a grin of delight, 
turned Ins lior^e and followed him. 
At 
tile schoolliouse duor he turned and 
bade the carter a courteous good day, 
with the remark: 


"And who is the April fool now?" 
The ))irch was a far i-ommoner in- 
stninii iii of school iliseipliue then than 
it is liow, aiul cverv .Saturday morning 
a 
oi' .U'liTiijUf-nfs wa-; given to the 
head master for c<^)r,-oral ])uuishment- 
On one o ca>ioii a boy demanded to 
know why lie was Lo receive this pun- 
ishment, but th'- only answer he re- 
ceived w as: 


"Because your name is on the list." 
After all the i)unishnient8 had been 
inflicted the boy again inquired 
the 
reason and dcelar*;.] his innoconce. 


On imiuiry it was found that the 
wrong list had l)eeu given to the head 
master, and that he had flogged the 
candidates for confirmation! 
On the 
Sunday he reaj the service in chajjel 
and added to the i)rayer for all sorts 
and conditions of men: 
"Especially 
those now being prepared for con- 
firmation ; give them patience under 
their sutrerings and a happy issue out 
of all their alliictions." 


.^Icdical Advance. 


Each year sees substantial advance 
in medical science. 
The last year is 
no exception to this. 
We give some 
few points in illu;.tratiou. 


The study of ba -teriology--the casual 
relation of microscopic plants to in- 
fectious diseases—has been pui'sued 
the world over \\ ith increasing interest 
and 
conviction of 
its 
fundamental 
truth. 
Investigators, however, are not 
yet agreed tha'; Prof. Koch's 
"comma 
hrj' illus"—so 
called from its resem- 
blance to the comma—is the cause of 
cholera, though the view is ably de- 
fended by otliers than the jjrofessor. 


That th<; microbe or germ, to which 
tubercular coi/sumptifm is due,has been 
discovered has been rendered strongly 
})roliabl - by rei'ent investigations. 


To 18-.") bt^longs Pasteur's sujjposed 
discovery of a protective vaccine against 
hydro) iholua. 
Sliould the present year 
confirm it, it may tak(i its place among 
tlie most valuable of the age. 


J>ysj)ei)tic8 have long known that 
fat, as a food, was a special trouble to 
them. 
It has now been i)roved that, 
©Ten in herd thy stomachs, it deluvs di- 
gestion. 
By 
rendering 
digestion 
greatly slower, where it is already slow 
and weak, the food necessarily fer- 
ments, and various hurtful acids are 
developed. 


Nitro-glycerine has been largely rec- 
ognized as a valuable remedy in that 
terrible disease, angina 
pectoris', 
and 
in other spasmodic alToctions. 
The dis- 
coverer TTas awarded a prize by the 
I'^ench Academy of Medicine.. 


The clinical experience of the year 
seems to have confirmed osmic acid in 
its high place as a remedy for neural- 
gia,and menthol also as aneflici(!nt rem- 
edy in many hard forms ot this latter 
disease. 


Imi)ortant advance has been made in 
rendering food easier of digestion—in 
fact, in largely predigesting them. 


The lung cavities have been success- 
fully opened, and experts now stand 
ready to perform the operation in eases 
of simple pulmonary abscesses. 
The 
exploration, drainage, and extirpation 
of one of the kidneys are now among 
hopeful operations. 
Considerable por- 
tions of the intestines have been re« 
moved, and the cut ends brought to- 
gether, and the patients have made a 
good recovery.

West Point. 


North and east the Point is hemmed 


in by the mighty river, west and south 
by the rock-ribbed Highlands. 
The 
plateau, little 
by little, 
has 
been 
levelled and graded, nntil to-daj it is a 
broad, beautiful, 
grass-grown plain, 
bound on the west by the cozy homes 
of the officers and professors, on the 
south by the stately barracks, 
the 
grim, old-fashioned "Academic,* the 
Grecian Chapel, an 1 the domed turrets 
of the library. 
Skirting the precipi- 
tous river-banlcs, a broad, graded road 
encloses the plateau on the north and 
east, and others, as level and carefully 
kept, border it on west and south, and 
nearly bisect it along the meridian. 
Covered with well-cropped turf, the 
western half of the "plain" is devoted 
to infantry drills; tbe batteries and the 
ci-unching hoofs of the horses are lim- 
ited to the gravel of the eastern half. 
All around are the 
rocky heights, 
trimmed m ith pine and fir and cedar, 
with here and there a peep at the stony 
parapet of some old redoubt or battery 
thrown up in the days of the revolu- 
tion. 
The s(juare-built hostelry, once 
and for years known as Eoe's, stands 
perched at the northeast limit of the 
plain. 
Statues in bronze or marble 
gleam here and there amid the foliage, 
and tell of deeds of heroism and devo- 
tion on the part of the sons of the old 
academy. 
The tall white staff glistens 
against the dark background of the 
Highlands, and throws to the breeze, 
high over all, the brilliant colors of the 
stars and stripes; and on the eastern 
verge of the broad plateau lies the 
camj) ground, the summer home of the 
corps of cadets. 


Laid out in mathematical regularity, 
with well-gravelled pathways, sentry 
posts, and "color-line," and shaded by 
beautiful trees, the encampment, like 
everything else at West Point, is so ex- 
quisitely trim and neat as to have little 
resemblance to the "tented field" as 
seen in actual service on the frontier. 
The white tents gleam in accurate 
ranks that look as though they were 
pitched by aid of the "straight-edge" 
rule. 
Farthest to the west are the 
guard and visitors' tents; then comes 
an open space between them and the 
color line, along which the arms are 
stacked every bright day. 
It ia in this 
sjiace that the camp ceremonies—guard 
mounting, dress parade, and the weekly 
inspections—take place. 
Immediately 
behind the color line are the tents of 
the four companies, two inward-facing 
rows to each, with a broad alley, known 
as the "general parade," separating the 
right and left wings. 
The com]>any 
streets run east and west perpendicu- 
larly to the color line, and the tents of 
the cadet officers are })itched looking 
west along 
the 
streets of their re- 
spective companies. 
Behind the rows 
of company ofticers' tents, and opposite 
the right and left of camp, are the 
larger domiciles of those cadet mag- 
nates the Adjutant and Quartermaster. 
Back still farther are the double tents 
of the four army ofticers who are the 
immediate commanders and instructors 
of the lour comjianies; and behind 
them all, at the rear of canq), is the 
big "marfiuee" of tlie cummanilment of 
cadets. 
Dotted about the rear of camp

Chrislennigs in Transylvania. 


Two godfathers and two godmothers 
are generally api)ointod at Saxon peas- 
ant christenings, and 'it is customary 
that one couple should be old and the 
other young; but in no case should a 
husband and Avife figure as godparents 
at the same baptism, but each one of 
the quartet must belong to a different 
family. 
This is a general custom but 
in some di-^tricts the rule demands two 
godfathers aud one godmother 
for a 
boy, two godmothers and one godfather 
for a girl. 


If tiie parents have lost other children 
before, then the infant should not be 
carried out by the door in going to 
church, but handed out by the window, 
and brought back in the same way. 
It 
should be carried by the broadest 
streets, never by narrow lanes, else it 
will learn thieving. 
The godjiarents 
must not look round on their way to 
church; and the first per.son met by the 
christening procession will decide tlie 
se'X of the next child to be l)orn, a 
boy if it be a man. 


if two children are baptized out of 
the same water, one of them will soon 
die; and if several boys are christened 
succes.sively in the same church, there 
will be war in tho land as tjoon as they 
are grown up. 
INlany girls denote 
fruitful vintage for the country when 
they have attained a marriageable age. 


If the child sleeps during the baptis- 
mal ceremony, then it will be i>ious 
and good-tempered; but if it cries, it 
will be bad-tempered or unlucky; there- 
fore, the first question asked by the 
parents on the return home from church 
is generally, "Was it a quiet baptism?" 
and if such had not been the case, the 
spon.sors are ai>t to conceal the truth. 


In some places the christening procep- 
sion returning to the house of the parents 
finds the door closed. 
After knocking 
for some time in vain, a voice from 
within summons the godfather to name 
seven bald men out of the })aris)i. 
When this has been answered, a further 
question is asked as to the gt)spel read 
in church; and only on receiving 
"Jjet 
the children oome to me," is tho door 
flung open, saying: "Comein, you have 
barkened attentively to tlie woids ol 
t h e L f ) r d . " — P o p u l a r S ienee 
Monthhi.
